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THE SYMBOLISM OF 
ELECTRICITY 

Electricity is a wonderful symbol, 
and, to a thoughtful person, can con- 
vey a wealth of meaning. It is. I sup- 
pose,.one of those very rare phenom- 
ena, which, whilst having a great effect 
on material things, is, in itself, abso- 
lutely independent of those things. All 
the various apparatus necessary for its 


. manipulation to our senses,do but guide 


and control,_helping to.increase or de- 
crease its power. In the ordinary 
serse of the word it cannot be said to 
have a material existence. For in- 
stance, it is tasteless; it cannot be felt 
(though its effects can); it 1s invisib e€ 
(the electric fl-sh being its effect on 
the molecules which form the atmos- 
phere) ; it cannot be heard or weighed; 
and attraction 
(molecular) do not affect it. vve can 
only become aware of this wonderful 
power by its effects on our instruments. 
This electricity, then. whilst “in the 
world,” is not “of the wor.d.” anl 
furnishes a simile for the relation of 
_ the two great worlds, of matter and of 
spirit, which, as many people think, are 


strictly separable, whereas we know 
they are both actually one, there being 
no material effect without a spritual 
cause. The symbolism of electricity 
with telepathy is wonderful. But to 
those “who will not see,” the parable 
of electricity (as it might be stated), 
cannot be translated into the truth of 
conscious intercommunication of mind 
with mind, as evidenced in telepathic 
phenomena. 

Electricity in its application to wire- 
less telegraphy can. with the speed of 
light. transfer accurately, and through 
thous nds of miles of space, the results 
of mental labor. This achievement has 
occurred. not only by the inherent 
proverties of electricity, but because 


ihe mind of mae has evolved the mental ` 


abiity to invent and produce efficient 
aoraretus. At the present day wire- 
less telegraphy is a fact; thirty years 
ego it was a dream; fifty years ago it 
was an impossibility. And now tele- 
pathy is coming to the fore, men are 
see! ing a reason. Is it not because, 
similar to wireless telegraphy, certain 
n inds have evolved powers, resulting 
in more pronounced development of the 
pireal gland, thus enabling two minds, 
equally developed, to flash their 
thoughts to each other across space? 
This symbolism is constantly pre- 
senting itself to me and is very help- 
ful, extracting, as it does, a spiritual 
lesson from a natural or material oc- 
c rrense. I have, for instance, before 
me wh Ist writing, an intricate array of 
instruments, a mass of metal, glass and 
ebonite. What is all this? It is a 
body for the expression of a divine 
power—electricity. The work of the 
body and the spirit, so to speak, is that 
commonly known as wireless communi- 
cetion. But without the spirit (elec- 
tricity) all the wonderful, delicate ap- 
parrtus, all the splendor of glittering, 
flashing metals, are useless and dead. 
And the philosophy

love, of helpfulness, all the wonder of 
our intellectual powers, and the beauty 
of our artistic attainments, however 
necessary and delightful they may be 


to us, are without life. Instead of 
glorifying, they condemn and a gnaw- 
ins’ discontent seizes their owner.

It is a frequent occurrence to re- 
ceive letters from students saying that 
such and such a society teaches so 
and so in regard to a certain matter, 
and asking if that is true, or how we 
reconcile that with our teaching, or 
why our teachings are different. I 
„Wish tó say once and for all that it is 
“impossible to answer such quest.ons, 
| because it is not the po.icy of the 
_Rosicrucian Fellowship to decry or 
disparage the teachings of other so- 
_cieties. It takes all our time to spread 
our own teachings, and if our litera- 
ture is studied the reason for these 
teachings will always be found. There 
is no statement made by the Rosicri- 
cian Fellowship that is not backed up

by reason and logic, and this we are 
always willing to reiterate, amplify and 
in every possible way to give students 
satisfaction, but we positively cannot 
undertake to either explain or contro- 
vert the teachings of other societies. 
Question: If Christ was divine and 
en Archangel, the highest initiate of 
the Sun Period as you say, why then 


was he called the “Son of Man?” 


Answer: To properly understand 
this title: the Son of Man, it is neces- 
sary to krow the Masonic legend of 
the creation’ of the world and man 
upon it, as well as the Biblical story, 
and as not all present students have 
read the lessons on Freemasonry and 
Catholicism, which were sent out as 
Rays from the Rose Cross in earlier 
issues, we will repeat this legend, or 
r ther the more salient features of it. 

In the beginning the Elohim Je- 
hovah created Eve and the Elohim 
Samael who is the ambassador oi 
Mars to this earth, united with her. 
-ain was the offspring of this union.. 
Afterwards the Elohim Jehovah also 
created Adam; and Adam unitd with 
Eve, with the result that Abel was 
bern. Thus Abel wes the son of hu- 
man. parents, boih of them creatures 
of Jehovah, and he was docile, amen- 
able to the commands of the God who 
he regarded as his Creator; whereas 
Cain was the semi-divine offspring of a 
human mother and a divine father. On 
ihat account he had that inherent di- 
vine urge to create. Abel. was there- 
fore content to tend the flocks, also 
created by Jehova, which, like him- 
self, fed upon the plant food that grew 
wild without effort on his part, gift of 
the gods. Cain was different. In him 
that dominant desire to create some- 
thing new, that divine urge to make 
two blades of grass grow where for- 
merly there as one, was a dominant, 
impelling power, and he could not be 
satisfied until he had achieved some-

thing by his own initiative, so he plant- 
ed the seeds which he found, he caus- 
ed grain to grow, and he offered to 
Jehovah the work of his hands. There- 
fore his offering was not pleasing to 
the God Jehov? h, who saw in him a 
possible rival, one not to be extire'y 
domineered over. As a consequence 
there was war between Cain aad 
Abel whose b'ood was shed. Then 
Adam assin united with Eve, and 
from this union Seth was born. Since 
then there has always been in the world 
two classes of people : the sons of Cain 
and the sons of Seth. From one was 
born the long line of kings. which held 
their office “by the grace of God” and 
whieh culminated in Solomon. This line 
is the sons of men, that is to say they 
are born of a human father and a hu- 
man mother; namely, Adam and Eve, 
both created by God, and amenable to 
his dictates, both of them thoroughly 
and entirely human. In this-respect the 
sons of Seth differ radically, very rad- 
ically. from the sons of Cain. Cain was 
virtually the son of a widow, because 
Eve hed been left by her divine hus- 
pind, Samael, at the moment of fertili- 
zation was accomplished. fle had 
never taken ihe part of husband or 
father. and therefore his ofspring was 
>s said the son of a widow. From 
chis semi-divine progeny: Cain, a long 
ine of sons has desce ded. who have 
igin=ted all the industries. as you 
will see by consulting the Bible They 
nvented ail the aris and all ihe sci- 
ances. To them all the material prog- 
ae the world has been due, and 
heif Jine culminated at the time when 
Solomon, the son of man, sat upon the 
chrone of Israel, in the birth of a son 
`f the widow, called Hiram Abit 
hich you will also find chronicle] in 
he Bible. I do not mean Hiram of 
lyre, but I mezn Hiram, the master 
vorkman, who was sent. by King Ili- 
‘am of Tyre to build the temple of 
Solomon. He, then, was “the widow’s 


son,” sud S0 omon was the “son of 
nman.” At a later time both of these 
chara*ters in the world drama were 
reborn. Solomon became Jesus of 
Nazareth, the Son of Man; Hiram 
Abiff became Lazarus. He was also 
the widow’s son of Nain, and the two 
resurrections recorded are one event 
referring to Initiation. Since then 
these two characters, the Son of Man 
and the son of the widow, have 
worked for the same ends, but in dif- 
ferent spheres. Jesus, the Son of Man, 
has worked among the churches, and 
is doing so still. Christian Rosenkreuz 
is the later name of Hiram and Laz- 
arus, the son of the widow. Jesus, the 
son of man. stands as the genius and 
protector of all church craft, whereby 
i eligion is fostered and man is brought 
lack to God along the hearts path by 
Cevotion. Christian Rosenkreuz, the 
son of the widow, works with the world 
powers, the Industries and Science, in 
order to bring about the union of the 
temporal and the spiritual power, the 
head and the heart, which must take 
place before Christ, the Son of God can 
come again. 


And by the way, about this union, 
I said in the Cosmo that “the second 
coming of Christ would take place at a 
time when the state and church had be- 
come united, but that was not exactly 
a happy expression to use. You will 
remember that the teachings were 
civen to me in German, and in such 
volume that it was very difficult to find 
the proper English expression for 
everything right off, so occasionally I 
translated too literally. The words 
state and church,- as used by the 
teacher, were meant to convey the idea 
that at some time the temporal and 
ecclesiastical power must work hand 
in hand and become more and more 
united, for at the time toward which we 
are looking: the kingdom of Christ, 
there shall only be one ruler, who will 
then be both king and priest, and there- 
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-liable to be run down. 
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fore naturally the human rece must be 
educated to such a point where their 
human rulers approach that ideal more 
and more, being wise enough to guide 
a state, and good enough to guide the 
hearts of men. Thus and thus alone 
can we approach the kingdom of God, 
and that therefore is the condition 
which Christian Rosenkreuz and Jesvs 
are now endeavoring to bring about in 
Church and State. 


Question: The following is sent in 
by a doctor of osteopathy: At the time 
of treatment can one destroy sick vi- 
brations so that they will not return 
after treatment? And if so how? 


Answer: If we read between the 
lines of this question we shall sense 
two very common difficulties in the 
practice of osteopathy and kindred 
methods of treatment by the laying on 
of hands. In this process there are 
two distinct operations. One is a tak- 
ing away from the patient of something 
that is poisonous and injurious. provo- 
cative of disease; and there is also a 
giving out of vital force by the doctor 
himself or herself. Everybody who has 
done any work of this kind knows this 
because it has been felt and is felt by 
every one who is successful. Now, 
unless the doctor or healer is bubbling 
over with radiant health, two things 
are liable to happen, either the human 
miasma taken away from the patient 
may so overwhelm him or her that, to 
use a common expression, “he takes on 
the condition” of the patient, or he may 
give too much of his own vital force, 
and thus become entirely depleted. 
Both of these conditions may combine, 
and then there comes a day when the 
physician or healer finds himself or her- 
self run down and forced to rest up. 

Magnetic healers who are frankly un- 
scientific, often escape the first-men- 
tioned condition by “throwing off the 
magnetism,” as they say, but all are 
That is some- 


ce 


| og that nobody can escape, save one 
v Ło can see the etheric efluvia he takes 
end the vital fluid he gives. Most people 
are vampires when they are sick, and 
ihe stronger and more robust they are 
erdinarily, the worse they are usually 
when sickness has thrown them upon a 
l ed of sickness. I have never been so 
sick as I was after treating a giant who 
was suffering from intense inflamma- 
ton of the kidneys and had been in 
led from this cause for two weeks. 
It was dreadful to see his agony, ard 1 
cave myself wholly, with the result 
that I was prostrated. The patient, 
however, was up the next morning, 
and as well as ever. He had my vital- 
ity; I‘had his disease, or at least the 
efluvia from it, and it took me three 
days to get rid of it. That was of 
course before I was able to see. Since 
then I have gained considerable knowl- 
edge in this department, and the ques- 
tioner will find the following hint of 
value in keeping away these undesir- 
able conditions: First, “ix. your 
thoughts firmly in such a manner that 
vou will not allow this miasmatic 
effluvia which leaves the patient’s 
body to enter your body further than 
ithe elbow; second, when you are giv- 
ing treatment leave the patient once in 
awhile and wash your hands in running 
water if possidie; but at any rate wash 
ia water, and change the water as Íre- 
quently as possibie. The water has a 
two-foid eftect. In the first place the 
efluvia leaving the pat:ent’s body has 
an affinity for water. In the second 
place the moisture which stays upow 
your hands, enables you to get the 
miasma from the patient in a larger 
measure than you otherwise would. 
This is on the very same principle that 
if you take the electrodes of an elec- 
trical battery and put them into water, 
you will find the effects of the elec- 
tricity is many times intensified if you 
try to touch the water. So also with 
yourself, you are the electric battery in 
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the case, and your hinds being moist- 
ened wiil dra. to yourself the miasma 
in a much greater measure than other- 
wise. If conditions are such that you 
cannot get water you may try to throw 
ihe magnetism off, but then it is ne- 
cessary to be careful, because when 
the magnetism is thrown away from 
you it is ettracted to the earth; because 
it is subject to gravity, and to the 
spiritual vision it is a dark or rather 
a black jelly-like fluid. It lays shim- 
merin» and shivering on the floor. If 
now the patient gets tp re‘ieved from 
the couch where treatment has been 
~iven. and goes over the place where 
this magnetism has been thrown away, 
then the miasma will reenter the body 
ind he or she will be in a worse con- 
dition than before vou started treat- 
v eut. Therefore it is policy always to 
‘hro vy such miasma out of the window, 
cr better still. put them into a firenlace 
and then set fire to them. 

From the foregoing it is evident that 
this laying on of hands is something 
v hich should not be done indiscrimin- 
ately by any one who has not been 
{rained in one of the many properly 
equipred schools of Osteopathy, Chiro- 
practic. etc.. i: the School of the Rosi- 
eracians. Prob-tioners who live worthy 
lives ere trained under the svectal guid- 
ance of the Elder Brothers, and as this

% HEALING CEPARTMENT 


“Won't you piease sell me twenty- 
five pounds of your whole-wheat 
four?” said a wistful little voice lately 
-s a young lady stopped her horse in 
front of the Administration building; 
“mother is sick, and there is no other 
help for her.” The speaker was the 
daughter of an Oceanside man, whose 
wife has for many years suffered from 


chronic constipation, who had been 
told by the doctor that there was only 
one remedy for her, namely to go away 
to some other place; he had exhausted 
all his skill upon her and could do no 


more. Some time previously we told 
the man to use whole-wheat flour, and 
as a result his daughter told us that 
her mother had been well ever since. 
But the store in Oceanside will not 
order whole-wheat flour ground for any 
one except when they get a large order 
from Mount Ecclesia, as a consequence 
the family supply could not be replen- 
i-hed and the trouble returned. The 
litt'e girl also told us that the whole 
family felt so much better since they 
had taken up the diet that we had 
prescribed for her mother, and of 
course we could not refuse to, let them 
have the flour. although our own supply 
was getting low. We also gave her a 
remedy to relieve the condition wherein 
the mother found herself, and she drove 
away happy. 
We ere telling you this so that you 
may know something about how we 
do the healing. It is not altogether 
a spiritual matter. We use physical 
means wherever it is possible. There 
are times even, when we send our pa- 
tients to a doctor in order that they 
may obtain quick relief from him by 
ə certain treatment which we cannot 
give as promptly by other methods. 
Also the diet of patients receives care- 
fl attention, for naturally, as the body 
is built uo of physical substances, we 
ave giving medicine by using the right 
food. But in addition, healing is 
carried on by the Elder Brothers 
through a band of Invisible Helpers 
which they are instructing. Who, then, 
are these Invisible Helpers? would be 
the next question; and to this we may 
answer that they are Probationers who 
during the daytime live a worthy life 
of helpfulness and thereby fit them- 
selves or earn for themselves the 
privilege of being helpful through the 
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instrumentality of the Elder Brothers 
at night. These Probationers are gath- 
ered together in bands according to 
their temperaments and their ability. 
They are under instruction of other 
Probationers who are doctors. and all

entrance key to the patie.t’s sysieim.

Without the patient 
does his part in that respect, the In- 
visible Helpers are unable to do any- 
thing with him or her; so that it may 
be seen that it is of the very utmost 
importance to keep up the weekly let- 
ters to Headquarters.

We are 
just he same after we go to sleep as 
we ere during our waking hours. If 
doring aihe daytime we try to get out 
iy all we can. to get ev erything for our- 
selves, to caliivate on every occasion 
the lower nature, et cetera, we are not 
tr nsformed to Invisible Helpers and 
angels of mercy at the mere going to 
seed, but, if during the daytime we 
str.ve earnestiy and with our whole 
he rt and soul to grasp every_ oppor- 
tun.ty that comes our way, or rather, if 
we ioo for opportunities to help and 
to serve oihers,—if instead of asking: 

‘V hat can I get out of it?” We try to 
see in every phase of life an oppor- 
tunity for helpfulness; if instead of say- 
ing: “Why should I do this, that or 
the other thing?” we learn to say: “If 
a thing has to be done, why should I 
not do it?
